Cut This Out. 


Every person should understand 
how to treat a flesh wound, because 
one is liable to he placed in circum­ 
stances, away from surgical and veter­ 
inary aid, where lie m ay save li s 
own life, the life of a friend or of a 
beast, simply by using a little c o m ­ 
mon sense. In the first place close 
the lips of the wound with the hand, 
and hold them firmly together to 
check the flow of blood until several 
stitches can be taken and a bandage 
applied. Then bathe the wound for a 
longtim e in cold water. 
“ Should it 
he painful,” a correspondent says, 
“ take a panful of burning coals and 
sprinkle upon them common brown 
sugar, and hold the wounded part in 
the smoke. In a few moments the 
pain will be allayed and recovery pro­ 
ceeds rapidly. In my case a rusty 
nail.had made a bad wound in my foot. 
The pain and nervous irritation were 
severe. This was all removed by lid d ­ 
ing it in smoke for fifteen minutes, 
and I was enabled to resume m y read­ 
ing in comfort. 
W e have often rec­ 
ommended it to others w ith like re­ 
sults. 
Last week one of m y men had 
a finger-nail torn out by a pair of iee- 
tongs. It became very painful, as was 
to have been expected. Held in sugar 
smoke for twenty minutes, the pain 
ceased, and promised speedy recov­ 
ery.”

The Savings of the Road. 


At this time when it is expected 
th at everybody will place their shoul­ 
der to the wheel aud assist In the 
work, to recapitulate a few of the ben­ 
efits which will bo derived from the 
Los Angeles and Independence rail­ 
road may be of assistance. 
Unless 
we take the trouble to estimate some 
of the gains the people will derive 
from the road, the actual savings do 
not present themselves in a tangible 
shape. 
We have not the data at hand 
to show the aggregate amount of 
freight annually shipped from W il­ 
m ington to San Bernardino, but we 
know that the cost of transporting 
each ton of this freight, from the an ­ 
chorage to its destination, is lifteen 
dollars. At the m axim um rates of 
the Los Angeles and Independence 
road it would not exceed seven dollars 
and fifty cents per ton. 
San Bernar­ 
dino will be the first point benefited 
by the new road. She will save fully 
one-half of the present cost of freight, 
and she will realize this gain almost 
immediately after the work of con­ 
struction is commenced. 
The road 
will save the people of San Bernardi­ 
no county one hundred thousand dol­ 
lars, and perhaps double th at sum, 
each year. This saving will increase 
with the increase of population, and 
the consequent increase in the bulk of 
freight. 
Let us pass to the farther end 
of the road and see w hat the people of 
Inyo county will save. The estimated 
yield of base bullion from the mines 
now worked in that county is forty tons 
per day. It costs fifty dollars per ton 
to move this ore from the mines 
to the water At W ilm ington. This 
Involves a freighting charge of two 
thousand dollars per day. The m axi­ 
m um rate of the railroad will place 
this freight on board ship in W ilm ing­ 
ton harbor for twenty-five dollars per 
ton. 
But the m axim um rates will 
not be charged and the shippers will 
save at least twelve hundred dollars 
per day on down freight alone. Sup­ 
pose, however, they pay the full rates 
allowed by the charter, they will save 
one thousand dollars per day—three 
hundred thousand dollars per year, or 
about one-fourth the cost of the en­ 
tire road from Spadra to Independence. 


B e l s h a w A- B e a u d k y are now ship­ 
ping about twenty tons of bullion per 
day. 
Their freight-costs from 
the 
mine to W ilmington average about 
one thousand dollars per day. If the 
railroad was in operation, this firm 
alone would save one hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars per annum. We 
take no account of the increase in 
shipments which would follow cheap 
freight, nor of the immense amount 
of freight which would pass over the 
road the other way. The mine own­ 
ers of Inyo county alone would soon 
save the total cost of building this 
road. 
A few of the larger mines can 
well afford to take one-half the stock. 
They will get their money back on 
freight in less than two years after 
the road commences operations. 


Carlist Losses. 


W e wonder about how m any Car- 
lists there were in Spain at the begin­ 
ning of that country’s present un­ 
pleasantness, and it would be an item 
of interest to know how m any of 
those unfortunate people are still 
alive and able to bear arms. There 
must have been an abundance of arms 
and no end of other munitions of war 
in Spain at the commencement of the 
civil strife. W e draw these inferences 
from circumstances which seem to es­ 
tablish their correctness. 
W ithin the 
past four months there have been 
fought about two thousand battles, at 
each of which the Carlists were de­ 
feated and lost from fifty to three hun­ 
dred men, killed, wounded and taken 
prisoners. 
Say the average was one 
hundred and fifty 
in each battle, 
which is a low estimate, the Carlists 
have lost 300,000 of their number in an 
incredible short time. 
Each of these 
unfortunate soldiers lost his gun, pis­ 
tol or sword. In each battle the Cur- 
lists lost a few cannon, say ten, and 
we have the figures to show that they 
have lost 20,000 pices of artillery. 
Of 
course the loss in am m unition is pro­ 
portionately great. 
No wonder the 
Republicans are elated, and the won­ 
der is that the Carlists are not exter­ 
minated. 
No people in the world can 
stand this sort of thing more than a 
century or two. If the Carlists con­ 
tinue at this rate to lose men and 
arm s everyday in every fight, they 
cannot help but feel a slight depress­ 
ion in the course of time. W e wonder 
if the accounts of the Spanish battles 
th a t come over here are as reliable as 
the town clock ? 
They appear all 
straight, but if the Carlists controlled 
the telegraph lines they m ight appear 
a little more so. 


T h e suicidal epidemic is again pre­ 
vailing in San Francisco. The aver­ 
age is about one per day of those who 
th eir quietus make with a bare bod­ 
kin, a dull razor, a cheap pistol, or 
cold “ pizen.” 
W om en, whisky and 
the want of something else to dp, seem 
to be the chief incentives to the rashly 
importunate act. 


I n Oregon the Democrats elected 
their entire ticket, with the exception 
of Superintendent of Schools, which 
is still in doubt. 


C o m p l a i n t s are becoming frequent 
th a t the State InsuranceCommissiouer 
is neglecting his duty. 


Compulsory Voting. 


As a general rule, in this our free 
American country, the men who best 
understand and appreciate the value 
of a vote in m aintaining the rights of 
a freeman, are the most careless anil 
indifferent of all voters. It is the best 
class of citizens whose names are u n ­ 
checked when the polls close on elec­ 
tion day. 
W hen an election goes by 
default, as it did in San Francisco the 
last time the people were called upon 
to exercise the right of suffrage, it is 
noticeable th at It is the solid, intelli­ 
gent men who did not vote. In all 
such cases the successful candidates 
are not, and have no right to assert 
themselves, the choice of the people. 
It has been urged that the right of 
suffrage in the United States is so 
cheap that in too m any instances it 
falls into the hands of men who, 
through ignorance or dishonesty, abuse 
it. There is more truth in this than 
the casual observer is willing to con­ 
cede. 
But a day’s study around the 
polls at an im portant election will 
convince any one of intelligence that 
the right to vote is in possession of 
m any men who abuse it. A m an who 
will sell his vote for any price, from a 
drink of whisky up, always votes. He 
never misses an election. And it is 
this, by no means small, class of 
voters and the men who use them, that 
are polluting the ballot-box, endanger­ 
ing our liberties and threatening the 
prosperity of tiie Republic. 
W e can­ 
not deprive the vote seller of his right 
to vote, but we m ay destroy his power. 
Our Legislators are applying them ­ 
selves to the task of creating a law 
which shall compel the education of 
the 
rising generations. 
A nything 
which shall tend to the education of 
the people is desirable, aud will result 
in good. 
B ut there Is another equally 
important step which should betaken. 
The safety of our Government in the 
future depends on the people who cast 
the votes, and to this end some means 
should be devised which will prevent 
the better portion of the community 
remaining away from the polls on 
election d ay .' W e are in favor of a 
compulsory voting law—a law m aking 
it a misdemeanor for any man posses­ 
sing the right to vote to neglect to ex­ 
ercise that right on any and every oc­ 
casion. 
If the m an who votes liou- 
estly and intelligently can be brought 
to the polls, we need entertain no fur­ 
ther fear of the vote-selling ballot-box 
corrupter. A compulsory voting law 
will be worth more to the country 
than a compulsory education law. 


A Place for Manufactories. 


Los Angeles possesses facilities for 
becoming a great manufacturing cen­ 
ter. The irrigation ditches already in 
use afford a great water power that 
may be employed to drive machinery 
and yet not decrease their usefulness 
in rendering the soil productive. The 
enterprise of Mr. B e a u d r y — throwing 
an abundance of water upon the higher 
land—adds greatly to the water power 
facilities of the city. Dozens of m an­ 
ufacturing establishments may be op­ 
erated with power obtained from these 
pipes without diverting the water from 
its legitimate purpose of irrigation. 
Cheap power is a primary object in 
the construction of manufactories, and 
this advantage Los Angeles offers in 
an eminent degree to all. 
W e have 
now unutilized pewer amply sufficient 
to run several large establishments,and 
as soon as Mr. B e a u d r y ’s waterworks 
are in operation this unused power 
will be vastly increased. 
W hen to 
this we add that the demand for sev­ 
eral manufactories here is great and 
steadily increasing, we think we have 
said sufficient to make it an object to 
those in search of locations for this 
class of industry to visit our city and 
examine both the facilities for cheap 
power and the opportunities for build­ 
ing up a lucrative business. The op­ 
portunities are here. 
W ho will avail 
themselves of the chance to realize 
handsome incomes?

Committeeon Pacific Railroads to-day 
directed their sub-committee, hitherto 
charged with the collection of law and 
facts bearing on Luttrell’s proposition 
for an investigation of the Central Pa­ 
cific Railroad matters, to m ake a re­ 
port to the full Committee, in order to 
enable it to decide this session whether 
it is advisable to recommend such in­ 
vestigation. 
The Senate Railroad Committee au­ 
thorized Stewart, Howe and H itch­ 
cock to prepare such am endm ents as 
they may agree upon and report to 
the Senate. The bill providing for the 
local taxation of all lands granted to 
the Pacific Railroad is’ to be amended 
so as to require that patents shall be 
issued to the companies for all lands 
to which they are entitled. The bill 
as passed by t lie House provides that 
in eases where patents are not accepted 
by the companies their land shall be 
subject to State taxation on the basis 
of lists to be certified to by the Com­ 
missioners of the General Land Office.

Against Local Option. 


A circular In tho German language, 
emanating from the United Turn 
Verein Germania, with headquarters 
at Sacramento, and bearing the seal of 
that organization, was distributed 
quite freely through the city yester­ 
day. As a matter of public interest, 
we have socurcd a free translation of 
the circular, and here present it: 
To the German-Americans of Cali­ 
fornia : 
F e l l o w - C i t i z e n s : 
Confiding in 
the good judgment of the people, we 
have, together with yourselves, looked 
upon the proceedings of tho prohibi­ 
tion fanatics with the belief that the 
better cause would carry off the vic­ 
tory against false morals. How great 
is the mistake which we have com­ 
mitted everybody can see. 
Look upon 
those fanatical proceedings. 
Under 
the pretense of advancing morality, 
they really contemn it. The use of 
Intoxicating beverages in small quan­ 
tities in a public manner where every­ 
body is compelled to preserve his own 
id as a n

intemperance, and the people forced 


rep u ta tio n , is s ta m pea

mortal sin, 
At the same time, doors are opened for 


to commit the very crime on a five- 
gallon scale. 
Now the question may be put as to 
what a man may drink or what he 
may not. Still this is not theonl 
and most important question 
e only 
which 
must be considered. The rights of a 
citizen, of a businessman, of true mor- 


als or the pretense of such, and many 
other important points, are dos jiy re­ 
lated to this subject. For us German 
Americans especially, this cause lias 
most important bearings. There is no 
doubt that religious intolerance, and 
even the principles of nativism, at 
least indirectly, have supported it. 
We have already delayed too long 
in joining and offering the resistance 
which it merits. This you will and 
shall do. The question is whether you 
will strike while the iron is hot, or de­ 
lay action until it is to» late. 
Conforming with our principles to 
oppose all attempts at curtailing our 
rights, and to make way to practical 
views, we invite you to send your del­ 
egates to a State Convention, to be 
held on Tuesday, the 23d of June 1874, 
in the Turners’ Hall, at Sacramento. 
The object of this convention is to 
elicit the opinion of our German- 
American citizens on this subject; to 
opposj that fanaticism which is arro­ 
gantly uprcaring itself East, West, 
North and South—to battle and con­ 
tend for REAL TEMPERANCE. 
Distribute 
this 
circular among 
those who are with us in principle. 
It is addressed to all German-Ameri- 
cans. Do not fail to have your opin­ 
ion represented; and should necessity 
prevent you from so doing, send your 
opinions by letter. Do not delay your 
action, confiding in any decision of 
the Supreme Court. This tribunal de­ 
cides by the letter of the law, and not 
always, we are sorry to say, according 
to our inborn rights. However tho 
decision of the Supreme Court may be, 
it will not check the movements of 
those who advocate Local Option so 
persistently. 
This measure which contains many 
encroachments 
upon 
our 
rights, 
whether embodied in tho written law 
or not, will prevail only through the 
force of numbers. 
The people who advocate it hold to 
the opinion that compulsion is law; 
and they will carry out their measure 
unless opposed by a firm and united 
resistance. Of this purpose we have 
seen examples in the East.

E l Paso Mines. 


Capt. Clark with Mr. Iligbie, Dr. 
Hays and several others, making up 
a surveying party, returned to the 
city lust Sunday from a trip to the El 
Paso mining district. The object of 
the expedition was to survey some old 
silver mining claims which 
were 
worked a number of years ago and 
abandoned on account of tho Indians 
becoming troublesome. Two ledges 
were surveyed; one tho Manzinillo, 
and the other the northeastern exten­ 
sion of the Ophir mine. In 1865 the 
men working these claims, under the 
ownership of the Yarborough Gold 
and Silver Mining Company, were 
driven off by the Indians and the Su­ 
perintendent of the 
works killed. 
About thirty-five thousand dollars had 
been expended by the company on 
the mines, and forty tons of ore were 
left in the dumps when abandoned. 
The miners were so closely pressed 
that they could not make their way 
out of the country by way of Los An­ 
geles blit fled to Visalia, where they 
were fed and cared for by Mr. Hamill, 
now of the United States Hotel in this 
place. Subsequently, when tin* In­ 
dians hail somewhat subsided, the 
abandoned 
ore 
was 
taken 
away 
by 
some 
“jumpers,” 
and 
it is 
said that they realized four hundred 
dollars per ton* from it. There is little 
doubt but that the ore is very rich in 
silver, and that there are immense 
quantities of it in the ledges, one of 
which has a breadth of some fifty feet. 
Specimens have shown free silver and 
have assayed extraordinary yields, 
somewhere up in the thousands,though 
the average rock of course does not ap­ 
proximate that amount in value. The 
El Paso regions lie south of Cerro 
Gordo, and on the proposed line ol the 
Los Angeles and Independence Rail­ 
road. W ith the increased facilities 
for working and the excellent indica­ 
tions, there is little doubt but there is 
untold wealth in the El Paso mines. 
Captain Clark lias been instructed by 
the company of which ho is a member 
to let the contracts at once for working 
the claims, and operations will doubt­ 
less be commenced upon them before 
long. 
The surveying party had a 
rather rugged time of it, but aside 
from being a little bronzed by the hot 
sun, show no symptoms of the wear 
and tear of the expedition. We have 
been promised a full account of the 
trip by one of the party, and promise 
our readers in turn something of inter­ 
est in it. 


Grangers’ Store. 


J. H. Seymour, General Manager of 
tho Grange Co-operative Company, 
left for San Francisco last Sunday to 
purchase a stock of groceries and gen­ 
eral merchandise for the storo soon to 
be started by the company in this c>ty.

well patronized by its owners it will 
bo a decided success, as some four 
hundred families are thus represented. 
The goods will be bought and sold for 
cash, and all transact ions conducted in 
such a mariner as to incur the lowest 
possible price to purchasers.

trust that tho efforts of the company 
in this direction will be crowned with 
their merited success.
